Belglau*, Is eatafed In an enterprise having 
for its object the founding of a new route 
lor ocean travel between America and the 
Old World. The route selected will be direct 
from New York to about the fortieth parallel, 
ami along that to the Portuguese coast, with 
the European entry at Lisbon or Cadiz. The 
Portuguese and Spanish Governments have 
both been sounded upon the subject, and 
will, It is understood, do all lu their power 
to improve direct railway communication 
from the selected port t» Paris, and to im- 
prove the harbor facilities at tuts designated 
port of entry. The new route, the Belgians 
claim, will be from 150 to 300 miles shorter 
than the route to Liverpool, and will have 
the Canary Islands as a sort of half-way 
station if necessary.
